IF ADVERTISING STOPPED 
“ What would be the reaction upon the 
cost of living if advertising ceased and 
its bénéficient force were stopped? ” This 
question, asked by the Fourth Estate, pro­ 
vides much food for rumination.

tising largely takes the place of person­ 
al selling effort, which is very much more 
expensive.

“ It would mean that our railroad trains 
would be thronged with salesmen whose 
homeward bound mail w'ould carry few^er 
orders, all of smaller volume than now.

TARIFF AND LITERATURE 
Romantic as foreign works of fiction 
may seem in the 
consumer’s 
appraisal, 
they are solid realities of commerce when 
crammed into a ship’s hold. 
In a purely 
material aspect they signify competition 
with the domestic product, and that po- 
tentiality is urged by one American au­ 
thor as reason for a protective tariff. 
His case is stated in a letter to Senator 
Johnson of California. The lot of the na­ 
tive wTiter must be hard, indeed, if it be 
true that in the United States of America 
are some half million or more w’riters 
starving to death because they can not 
Hiarket the product of their pens, the Na­ 
tion’s 
Business 
Magazine says.. 
These 
people are no more than workmen, work­ 
ing at their trade of fiction writing. They 
have absolutely no protection against the 
unfair competition of foreign writers. 
The matter of domestic income is im­ 
portant, of course, in my consideration of 
this proposal for a tariff of two cents per 
word on foreign fiction. 
A part of the af­ 
firmative argument is based on the state­ 
ment that the native authors receive from 
one-half cent to five cents a word for 
their manuscripts, with a net average of 
SI00 for a short story. 
It would not be hard to find a reason­ 
able divergency from that estimate, but 
the basic issue is touched with a public 
interest. 
For it is a question w^hether the 
public cares to put a premium on domes­ 
tic fiction, and w^hether it regards the cur­ 
rent output worth protection. 
One thing is plain, the idea of a tariff 
on foreign stories is something more than 
a novel proposal.

Already more grain, more cot­ 
ton and more farm products are produced 
than are consumed in the country, and 
what is said of farm products appeals also 
to manufactured products, the surplus of 
which must be marketed abroad. 
These premises 
being 
true, the chief 
function of our national government is to 
develop market that our industries can 
and do produce in this country. 
It there­ 
fore would follow' that about the most im­ 
portant department of our national gov­ 
ernment is the department of commerce, 
as it has so much to do in developing and 
promoting our foreign commerce. 
Another matter to be considered in the 
spread between the producer and con­ 
sumer of what is produced and manufac­ 
tured in the country. 
This results in the 
producer getting a very small price for 
what is produced and the consumer pay­ 
ing a very high price for the same article. 
To illustrate, potatoes raised in one sec­ 
tion of the country cannot be sold for fif­ 
ty cents a bushel, and in another section 
not far removed the same potatoes sell to 
the cosumer at sixty-five cents a peck. 
As matters stand now' some “ birth con­ 
trol” must be exercised in regard to new 
retail establishments. 
It is astonishing 
how every dismissed street car conductor 
is inspired to open a grocerj' store; how^ 
many matronly ladies complimented on 
their fudge open candy shops, and how 
many society matrons, tired of just being 
wives, open up their own lingerie estab­ 
lishments.

science by Prof. Harry E. Barnes 
of Smith College, on *’science ver­ 
sus religion as a 
guide to life.” 
“This is a 
scientific meeting,’* 
Dr. Osborn declared, “and science
